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TREEING A HUNTER. 


Buffalo bunting is not all sport without peril. 


The hunter frequently risks his Itte, and numer- 
ous have been the fatal results of encounters 
with these animals. {he bulls, when wounded, 
cannot be approached, even on horseback, 
withoat considerable risk, while « dismounted 


unter has but a slight chance of escaping, 
The buffalo runs with a gait appareatly heavy 
and laumbering—firet bearing to one side, then 
to the other, like a ship st sea; but this gait, 
although not equal in speed to that of a horse, 
is far too fast for a man on feet; and the swift- 
est rupser, unless favored by a tree or some 
other object, will be surely overtaken, and 
either gored to death by the animal's horns, or 
pounded to a jelly under its heavy hoofs. In- 
stances of the hind are far from being rare, 
and, could amateur hunters only get at the 
baffalo, such oeeurrences would be tearfully 
common. 

1 was once travelling with Bent's train from 
Fort Independence to Santa Fe. One orening, 
after the wagons had been correlied, and my 
animal bad got some rest and « bite of corn, I 
leaped inte the saddle, and set out to see if I 
could find something iresh for my own supper.
